rieth himſelfe very gallancly, & I doubt nor, by the aſſiſtance of the Lord of Hoſts, | 
he will cleare theſe parts very ſhortly.

Upon Sunday, March, 19. 


We had a Barraile with che Enemy upon Salt Heath, neere Staf- 
ford, wherein we had alſo very good ſucceſſe, our ſtrength then pre- 
ſent come in upon that ground, being but ſmall in reſpe& of theirs ; 
eſpecially their Horſe, whereof there were (as.is conceived) 1000, 
or 1209, there being the Kings owne Troope, or the Princes, and 
the Duke of Norkes. On their part was ſlain the Earle of Northam 
p:0u, whoſe body we tooke away with us from the'ground,the Kings 
owne Standard was taken, and the Corner ſlaine, and 3, or 4. more 
Colours. We have one of the Earle of Che/erfields Sons priſoner, 
namely Fardinanas. 4. St 

Of theirs great ſtore were ſlain; many Cart loads we heare were 
carryed away, ſure we are that about 60, were found dead in one 
dirch : We heare ſay we have flain many men of note, Haſtings is 
wounded, and we had him, but he overgot us in the-Fight ; our ene- 
mies were valiant fellows, and cauſing our Horſe to retreate upon 
our Foot, we were afraid they would have diſordered them,and rhac 
we ſhould have had the worlt of ir, but praiſed be God, our freſh- 
water ſouldiers kept their rankes, and fought manfully, cauſed the 
enemy to retreate, and.we kept the, field 3. houres after; we have 


not any one conſiderable man of our fide killed or hurt. In ſome re-
